Dol wander 
and doubt? Are things what they 


seem?’ Or is Belfast played out? A 
paragraph in the /rish Times informs me 
that the Corporation and Harbour Com- 
missioners of the Northern City, in their 
joint wisdom, have decided to do away 
with the Customs House Steps, and I lister 
in vain for shrieks of ‘‘ Sacrilege!” 

It was not always thus. 1 would like 
to have seen them trying to take away 
the “Steps” when I was a regular 
member of the Sunday afternoon audience 
there some twenty yolden years ago. I 
can tell you that they would have heard 
about it very quickly. Faved with such 
an appalling possibility, it is even 
possible that the variegated religions and 
philosophies from the four sides of the 
great building in Queen’s Square would 
have momentarily blended into one har- 
monious whole and sallied forth to demand 
the heads of the Corporation and the 
Harbcur Commissioners on a charger or 
a la carte. 


A MIXED AUDIENCE. 


I know, of course, that the great orators 
of those days have gune, and I can only 
conclude that their successors do Lot wear 
the mantles worthily, and that the 
citizens as a whole have found other 
methods of spending a pleasant Sunday 
afternoon. The new licensing laws may 
have a good deal to do with it; for there 
is no doubt that the great majority of the 
audiences were worldly-minded persons 
who regarded the ‘‘Steps’’ purely as an 
entertainment and adjourned at frequent 
intervals for refreshment in the adjoining 
hostelries. 

Even in my time, however, I noted a 
gradual diminution of fervour among the 
serious-minded section of the audience. 
It began with the advent of “The 
Independents,” who usurped the place of 
honour “between the cannon’’ on the 
side facing the Lacan. Many a clash I 
witnessed between this party and the 
party from which they had broken away, 
but there always seemed to me to be a 
lack of sincerity in the fisticuffs, and the 
number of .serious casualties was necli- 
gible. The ‘‘Independents’’ generally 
finished their programme long before the 
other side—literally the other side—and 
then their audience surged joyously 
around the corner to heckde their 
opponents. It rarely came to blows; for 
a kind of boisterous. good humour pre- 
vailed—save among the orators who were 
heckled. 

I have seen Arthur Trew, possibly the 
best known figure on the “ Steps,” 
escorted by police to his tram at Castle 
Junction on several occasions, but the 
hostility directed towards him did not 
include his supporters to any great 
extent. His principal oratorical opponent, 
Tom Sloan, afterwards a member of the 
British House of Commons, frequently 
had as his right-hand man during an 
aftertioon at the “Steps” Mr. Lindsay 
Crawford, now the Free State Trade Com- 
missioner in the United States. It is a 
funny old world ! 


A VARIETY OF ACQUAINTANCES. 


My acquaintances at the “Steps” were 
numerous and queerly varied. I re. 
member, one fine Sunday, to have been 
introduced by Sloan, after the speeches, 
to hali-a-dozen of his most stalwart sup- 
porters. They shook hands solemnly, and 
then their leader, with a grin, informed 
them that I represented ‘‘thon Fenian 
Tag '—the popular description of the 
Nationalist newspaper with which I was 
then connected. I must say that they 
bore up bravely under the shock. A 
‘“pastor,’’ who always travelled with a 
brief-bag full of lurid pamphlets against 
the Roman Catholic Church, was another 
friend of mine—I was never able to 
ascertain why; perhaps, he found my 
frankness stimulating. 

One day Lassisted in extricating Arthur 
Trew from a mélée. He was very nice 
about it; ‘but I wonder what he would 
have said if he had known that I was 
the individual whom he had been de- 
nouncing in all the moods and tenses 
from the top of the Steps a few minutes 
previously. 


A WARNING TO PRESSMEN. 


It is a good thing for a Pressman to 
dress unobtrusively. Because I had been 
coaxed by a Dublin hatter into purchasing 
a white hat I very nearly came to griei 
at the Steps on another occasion, It 
was in 1907, during what some papers per- 
sisted in styling “ The Police Kmeute.’’ 
I had been sent down from Dublin to 
““cover ” the dock strike in Belfast, and 
had promptly added to my list of acyuaint- 
ances one Jim Larkin, of whom, possibly, 
my readers have heard before. In the 
middle of the labour disturbance a section 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary stationed 
in Belfast decided that it was a good time 
to ventilate their grievances. So, at four 
o’clock on a sunny afternoon, they leit 
their beats in various parts of the city 
and proceeded to Musgrave Street 
Barracks. So did I, having heard what 
was in the wind, , 


A FUTILE DISGUISE. 


At first everything was very orderly 
within the barrack gates, which were 
closed against a gathering crowd, the 
— public having awakened to the 
act that something unusual was afoot. I 
had got in by the early doors, as it were, 
and I can remember to the present day 
how I figured in the evidence of a district 
inspector at the subsequent inquiry. “At 
this time,” said he, “the men were 
drawn up in four lines on the barrack 


‘square, and there was only one civilian 


present He was standing among the 
plain-clothes men in the third row.” And 
I had thought that I looked like a per. 
fectly good ‘plain-clothes man.” Alas, 
for human vanity! 

I was in that barrack square until 
nearly midnight, but my story deals 
rather with the events which followed the 
“ Emeute.”” A week or so afterwards 


there was a demonstration at the Steps 


in sympathy with the police who had 
struck; the principal speakers were 
Larkin and one of the policemen’s leaders, 
who had left the force. It was rather a 
tumultuous demonstration and grew nosier 
with the progress of the speech-making. 
Biting references were made to a news- 
paper which had all along denounced the 
strike and the police’ teyolt unsparingly. 
reference to this paper was wreeted 
with ‘“‘cries of execration,’ and it was 
obvious that the crowd was working it<elf 
up to a dangerous point.

A Franciscan Monastery. A 


The controversy over the animals and 
birds on the Free State coins reminds a 
correspondent that in at least. one place 
in Ireland St. Francis is pictorially repre- 
sented with his favourites, “my little 
sisters the birds,” in an old religious 
foundation. This is the ancient, but now 


ruined, abbey at Creevelea, near Droma- 
hair, in Co, Leitrim, one of the earliest 
houses of the Franciscans in this country. 

Creevelea Abbey was founded in the 
twelfth century by that O’Rourke of 
Breffny, whose wife, Dervorgilla, deserted 
him for Dermot MacMurrough, Henry IT.’s 
Irish ally. Among the carvings on the 
pillars is a representation of the founder 
of the Order. It is distinctly Celtic in 
character, with the familiar interlacings 
so common in early Irish art. Winding 
around the solid column is a tree with 
outspreading branches, on the leaves of 
which birds sit as if listening to someone. 
Close examination reveals what is intended 
for a miniature pulpit, actually the bell- 
like cup of a flower, and in this pulpit 
stands the girdled figure uf St. Francis 
with a rude cross staff. The tree is 
obviously meant for a church, and the 
birds are the gentle Saint’s spiritua! flock. 
My correspondent does not say whether 
he could discern a woodcock in this con- 
gregation, but it is clear enough that the 
Irish artist and the monks of Creevelea 
desired to perpetuate St. Francis s affection

An Old Dictionary. 


I. picked up a rather quaint old book 

the. other day, entitled ‘‘ A Complete 
Dictionary of the English Language 
both with regard te sound and 
meaning,’’ by Thomas Sheridan, A.M. 
One of the recommendations of this 
volume was the inclusion of ‘‘ A Prosodial 
Grammar of the English Language, Cal- 
culated Solely for the Purposes of Teach- 
ing Propriety of Pronunciation and 
Justness of Delivery in that Tongue, by 
the Organ of Speech.” There is a section 
also devoted to “ Direction to Foreigners,’’ 
in which they are told that ‘‘they should 
be able to pronounce properly all tbe 
words in the short scheme of the vowels, 
which, in default’ of masters, they may 
easily learn to do, by hearing them from 
the mouth of any Englishman.’’ There is 
also an appendix with “Rules to be 
observed by the Natives of Ireland, in 
order to attain a just Pronunciation of 
English.”’ 
This old -valume of. learning was 
printed in Dublin in 1790 by Pat. Wozan. 
No. 23 Old Bridge, and Pat. Byrne, No. 
108 Grafton street and the editor seems 
to have been a friend of Dr. Swift, whose 
pronunciation of certain words he refers 
to. 


It was, doubtless, in its hey-day con- 
sidered the last word in lexicology, but 
what would its publisher think if he could 
read, say, Cassell’s New English 
Dictionary, which describes prosody as the 
science of versification, formerly a branch 
of grammar.

In Peel’s second Government Gladstone 
was appointed Vice-President of the Board 
of Trade, and two years later became a 
member of the Cabinet. For six years, 
from 1859, he was Chancellor of the 
Exchequer under Palmerston, and it was 
in that period that he repealed the paper 
duty and introduced other reforms. On 
Palmerston’s death Gladstone combined 
the Chancellorship with the leadership of 
the House, and two years later he became 
leader of the Liberal Party. 

Gladstone took up the Premiership with a 
heavy sense of his responsibilities, and he 
wrote in his diary at the time: “TI feel 
Jike a man with a burden under which he 
must fall and be crushed if he looks to 
the right or the left, or fails from any 
cause to concentrate mind and muscle 
upon his progress step by step.’’ 


Dubiin's Oldest Hospital, 


The Bishop of Tuam, at the annual 
Service last week in commemoration 
of the founders of Steevens’ Hospital; 
touched slightly on its history. A 
few additional details will, no doubt, 
interest my readers. John . Steevens, 
father of the founders, fled from Eng 
land to escape the tyranny of Cromwell! 
during the Commonwealth. He brought 
with him to Ireland his wife and his two 
children, Richard and Grizel, who were 
twins. After the Restoration John 
Steevens was appointed Vicar of 
Athlone, and it was at that town that 
his children grew up and were educated. 
Richard, after studying in Trinity 
College, became a doctor, and _ subse- 
quently a Fellow of the College of 
Physicians. In 1710 Richard’ was 
appointed Regius Professor of Medicine 
in the University, and President of the 
College of Physicians. He did not live 
long to enjoy these honours, for he died 
in December of that year. In his will, 
which he made the day before he died, he 
left his property to his sister for her life, 
and as he knew from her that she did not 
intend to marry, the property, after her 
death, was to be vested in trustees to 
found a hospital in Dublin for the treat- 
ment of those “ sick and wounded persons 
whose distempers and wounds are 
curable.”’ 

At that time there was not in Dublin 
a single hospital for the treatment of the 
sick poor of the city. The ancient 
hospitals connected with the religious 
houses that had been suppressed by 
Henry VIII. had long fallen into ruin 
and had not been replaced by any other 
institutions. Grizel Steevens at once 
decided to devote part of her income of 
£600 to the building of a hospital 
according to the wishes of her brother, 
and in 1717 she gave to trustees £2,000 
for the purchase of the land on which. the 
hospital stands to-day. The plans were 
drawn by Thomas Burgh, one of the 
trustees, who had designed the Library 
of Trinity College, and the building. was 
not ready to receive patients until Ju'y, 
1733. Grizel Steevens resided in the 
hospital till her death in March, 1747, 
and her body lies under the chancel of 
the hospital chapel. “During her life- 
time she contributed to the funds of the 
hospital £14,791. Since the hospital was 
opened over two hundred years ago, not- 
withstanding many difficulties, it never 
closed its doors to those sick and wounded 
persons whose distempers and wounds 
are curable

hapless individual sou). 

Now this centre of fervent enthusiasm 
is about to taken away from its 
devotees! Of course, it may have fallen 
away greatly of recent years—I have not 
been in Belfast: for ten rs, save: for 
a hurried motor dash—but I find it 
dificult to believe that the old en- 
thusiasms have vanished altogether, ‘and 
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| TA Belfast Street. 


High street, one side of which narrowly 
escaped destruction when the Woolworth 
building went on fire last week, is 
Beliast’s oldest street. For a time in 
the town’s early days it was its only 
street. It abuts on Castle place, for 
generations now the hub of the city, and 
is one of the finest business quarters in 
Ireland, much wider and straighter than 
the more modern and pretentious Royal 
avenue. 

Kor tong after James I.’s grant of a 
charter to Belfast in 1613 High street, 
with its houses built ou either bank of a 
river, was more like @ than an 
irish city, and in the days of «small 
wooden craft, ships herthed in ths street 
itself. ‘The river was the Farset, and 
from it the mame Belfast—in Irish Beul 
Fewrsde—is derived: With another little 
river, the Blackstaff, it enters the Lagan 
near the Custom House. The . present 
High street is built Over the Farset, which 
still runs straight through" “And curls 
round the, Albert: Memorial, probably 
being the “real. cause of that imposing 
monument’s list off the plumb, so notice- 
able of late years. 

Belfast originally grew up around a 
ford at this little river over which trafiic 
passed’ from Derry and: Carrickfergus. to 
Armagh and the South. Hard by. on the 
spot where Castle Market is now, was 
the Castle: where William III. held court 
on ‘his ws south to the battle oí: the 
Boyne, . To the old church in High 
street, too, the.King went to prayers. Now 
St. 8, it wus then still George’s 
Church, so-called after a member of the 
Chichester or Donegall family, and not in 
honour of any saint. 

At one corner of High street were the 
old Shambles, later, and still Corn- 
market, opposite which public hangings 
took place in Castle place right into the 
last century. Henry Joy McUracken, the 
'88 leader, was hanged here. Wolfe Tone, 
too, must have spent some pleasant hours 
in the company of his Belfast friends in 
Sugarhouse Entry, off High street, where 
a group of United Irishmen met as “ The 
Muddlers’ Club.”’ 


A Box of Citizens! 


In the opening chapters of ‘‘The New 
Machiavelli’? Mr. H. G. Wells seemed to 
deplore the fact that only the militaristic 
instincts of children were noticed by the 
makers of lead figures.

““Floor Games’’ compelled to make his 
soldiers take the place of the civilians who 
ought to be in the towns he is so 
laboriously besieging. 
The model guns are still on sale, but so 
also are delightful models of farm imple- 
ments; and, if the soldiers still are 
NANN yg so also are the boxes of farm- 
ands, shoeing-smiths, milkmaids and 
ploughmen. Farm animals of all kinds, 
cows, horses, sheep and fowls; vegetables 
and corn-crops ready set in correct rows ; 
village sign-posts, stables, sheds, barns 
and farm-houses; all are available for the 
child who prefers the plain citizen to the 
soldier. Of uniformed ordinary citizens 
he can have his choice of railwaymen, post- 
men, policemen, ‘busméen, or tramway- 
men; or, apparently, he can have a mixed 
collection of all these. And to complete 
his countryside he can be supplied with a 
hunt in full cry—huntsmen, hounds and 
fox.

§ Bigg — rans is one aspect of the reign of 
King George about which the public 
knows very little. The reason is that he 
is always presen to us as a 
constitutional sovereign. It does not do 
justice to his character to assume that 
this implies that the King has always 
acted on the advice of ministers or 
counsellors and that he has never taken 
the initiative. The King, as a ruler with 
a will and a way of his own, might, 
therefore, be presented in a new light to 
his loyal subjects. For example, we all 
know the wonderful record of women’s 
work during the war—how they fell into 
the places eft vacant by the men who 
went on active service, and proved 
surprisingly adaptable in every industry 
which they entered. 

The credit for this opportunity belongs 
almost wholly to His Majesty. He 
realised that thousands of men could be 
added to Britain’s fighting strength, if 
women workers’ could’ be brought in to 
do their work at home. It was in a 
special talk with Mr. Henderson that the 
King urged this view, and hoped for the 
co-operation of labour to make it 
practicable. 


THE FRIEND OF THE POOR. 


Various prohibitions became necessary 
during the war, and these had to be 
enforced by Proclamations. The King was 
always concerned as to the probable 
effects upon the poor people in his realm, 
and would never assent without minute 
inquiry. Thus, when herrings and_ boots 
were to be restricted, His Majesty 
required a great deal of. persuasion, 
because he felt that these things were 
necessaries to the working classes. 

It is usually assumed that the reforms 
which effected economies in the Royal 
Household were, in the first instance, 
war measures such as most households 
had to effect. As a fact, the King took 
the initiative in this matter almost 
immediately after he ascended the Throne, 
and many months before his coronation ; 
and, if ancient precedents and historic 
authorisations had not stood in the way, 
many other expensive offices would have 


been abolished. 


CHANGED NAME. 


The welcome change of the Royal 
family name which made His Majesty 
the first of the House of Windsor, was 
entirely of his own inspiration. Indeed, 
the happy and timely thought of breaking 
with the line of Guelphs and taking a 
thoroughly British name, had occurred 
to none, until the King mentioned his 
wish to Lord Stamfordham, so that all 
the necessary formalities should be 
proceeded with. 
Even so, there were some strong 
critics in high circles. but the King had 
his way, just as he had when the king 
gave. his consent to the marriage of 
Princess Mary with. Viscount Lascelles. 
There were those aboat the Court who 
frowned. They were of those who 
always insist that royalty must marry 
royalty, even at the cost of happiness. 
The King had his own views. We have 
it on the authority of Sir Almeric 
Fitzroy that His Majesty told the Privy 
Council boldly that it was a matter of 
the greatest satisfaction to himself and 
the Queen that he was about to give 
his consent to the marriage of their only 
daughter to a Briton, and one, moreover, 
who had a distinguished record as a 


soldier. 
PRIVILEGES EXTENDED. 


An innovation worth noting, As 
showing the genuine interest that the 
King has taken in the life of the very 
poor, was the extension he made to the 
jealously-guarded privilege of presenting 
addresses in person te the Sovereign. 

The approach must always be made 
through the Home Secretary. The 
exceptions to this rule have been the 
Archbishops and clergy of the provinces 
of Canterbury and York, the representa- 
tive ministers of three nonconformist 
denominations, the Universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge, the Corpora- 
tion of the City of London and a few 
individual bodies who have. by some 
ancient grant, been allowed to approach 
the King in person. 

The King added to these privileged 
authorities the Salvation Army and a 
seamen’s mission, and it is an interesting 
morsel of secret history that the officials 
of these have been specially encouraged 
to make good use of the “innovation. 
Both the King and Queen have frequently 
had the red jersey and blue ceat 
missionaries to Buckingham Palace in 
order to add to their wonderful stock 
of first-hand information about the 
intimate lives of the workers.

Last night the periormanve 
was repeated as a charity concert, for the 
benefit of two Dublin children’s hospitals. 
Jf the receipts from the second performance 
should prove better than was expected, the 
committee ought to consider allocation of a 
share towards the work done for children at 
the Orthopedic Hospital. 

A matter very pleasing to me was the use 

of Prout’s edition of “‘‘The Messiah.’’ Many 
years ago, anonymously, | urged it, believing 
that since that edition became available no 
acai get: that disregarded it could be 
eemed satisfactory. The score prepared by 
the late Dr. Ebenezer Prout (who tas for 
some years the Professor Musie in Dublin 
University) was based on a study of authentic 
manuscripts; and it set many things right 
which had been wrong in edition after 
edition, the mistakes of the early printed 
scores having been copied excessively without 
check. Prout first of all stripped away the 
accretions of misrepresentation, and wed 
what Handel's ‘* Messiah,” with Mozart's 
“ additional accompaniments,’ was intended 
to be; and then he added, distinctly marked 
as his own contribution, a set of parts 
applicable to the modern scale of perform- 
ance, these parts being limited to a reasonable 
interpretation of the composer’s design. 

The use of Prout’s edition, therefore, was 
one advantage in this performance. There 
was a second. In consequence of the lapse 
of time and the changes in Dublin’s musical 
conditions since the last performances, the 
work was approached afresh. For the former 
performances, conductors trusted, to singers 
and instrumentalists who all supposed that 
they knew “The Messiah” and were un- 
willing to be told anything fresh about it. 
They sang and played from the bad old copies 
and the bad old band parts that were at 
hand then. It was deemed unnecessary to 
give the work serious rehearsal. 

There were some old choristers singing last 
Saturday—notably among the men, whose 
voices last longer than women’s—and very 
useful they were. In general, however, Mr. 
lurner Huggard, who undertook,this concert, 
was able to start afresh, not only with the 
chorus, but, more particularly, with the 
orchestra. 

That he had used his opportunity well was 
proved by the result. We had a well co- 
ordinated performance, in which the con- 
ductor, through his full control of chorus 
and orchestra together, was able to give 
us his unclouded conception of the music. 


THE CONDUCTOR’S PART. 

I want to hear the Philharmonic Choir in 
further work yet before | commit myself to 
enthusiasm about its quality; for 1 regard 
Saturday s concert as the first in which Mr. 
Huggard has had a fair chance w.th the 
choir. For the piesent it can be said that 
the choir was a serviceable one, and Mr. 
Huggard must have been pleased with its 
response to his training and | a coil Credit 
for what was good in the performance, how- 
ever, belongs in this case clearly to the 
conductor. For the first time since the 
establishment of the Society I felt that Mr. 
Huggard and the choir are capable of work 
fit to go with the remarkably fine a-hieve- 
ments of the Society s orchestra: I am free 
to confess now that last year’s “ Klijah” 
performance and the choir’s other previous 
work appeared to me as no more than mark- 
ing time. 

Of course, ‘‘The Messiah’’ is not really 
a difficult work, atid it has been a shame 
that the choral numbers never were done 
so well before. What is meant by that 
‘“‘well’’? In the first place, the old shouting 
and mere mass movements had gone. The 
whole performance spoke of ie, and pro- 
ceeded according to the definite and thought- 
out plans of the conductor. The choil work 
was all clear; the parts could be beard as 
parts, and every part had an interest of its 
own. The comiuctor showed that he read 
the music, and had taught the choir to read 
it, not vertically but horizontally. 

That means getting back to Handel, who 
belonged to a period when the poiyphonic 
style ruled music. Under the influence of 
later music we are too much inclined to think 
of chords and harmony, and we have to be 
reminded that Handel was Bach’s -contem- 
porary, and, though subject to intluerces that 
never touched Bach, still was — apt 
to think his musical thoughts in 
counterpoint. It was from this point of 
view that Mr. Huggard’s working out cf the 
scheme was so-pleasing. It meant a Jighter 
touch than was used in the old siyle. (wing 
to that lighter touch some of the movements 
seemed to go faster than of old, though | 
doubt if the metronome times actually were 
very different. Some passages were taken 
certainly more slowly, and at all events Mr. 
Huggerd made no point of mere pace. it 
was the sense of forward movement that he 
was after. 

DISTINCTIVE TOUCHES. 

Over and above that aspect of the per- 
formance, there was not one of the chural 
movements that had not some special/ touch 
of distinction—now in the phrasing and 
shaping of a melody, now in the sudden 
gleam of a phrase brought out to give point 
and light to a passage, and yet again in some 
telling crescendo or diminuendo. It is un- 
necessary to specify this or that choral move- 
ment or part as notably well done; the con- 
cern on this oecasion was the spirit cf the 
performance as a whole. 

The soloists who visited us for this ver- 
formance may smile if they read this com 
mendation of the choral work, since n per: 
formance of this standard must have been 
mere commonplace to them, with their ex- 
periences of oratorio elsewhere Jt is neces- 
sary for us to admit, however, that “ The 
Messiah '” has not been ireated in such a 
way in Dublin hefore, and an sntelligent 
performance of the choral movements in 
Handel’s great work must be hailed with 
special emphasis, Lest the choristers think 
too much of themselves in view of this 
praise—which is intended really for their con- 
ductor—let me add that the production of 
tone was never icmarkable. Dublin s:ngers 
do not get that brilliance of full-tone singing 
fro mwhich audiences elsewhere can expect 
an occasional thrill. We had to be content 
that the men's tendency to shout and the 
soprano tendency to shriliness were curbed 
more successfully in this than in former 
performances of the kind. Attack, however, 
was firm, sid release clean; generaily the 
choral technique was sound. : 

le orchéstra’s work does not call for 
detailed remark. Given a good score, and 
abandonment of the old notion of a scratch 
band being good enongh. the orchesiral side 
of the undertaking was simple enough. Miss 
Petite O’Hara acquitted herself well as leader 
and was well supported. The trumpeter, from 
the Army Band, Private Owens, did well with 
his conspicuous solo part in “The trumpet 


shall sound. 
' THE SOLOISTS. 

In view oí the interest of other aspects of 
the concert, the soloists can have but brief 
attention, Miss Elsie Black, the contralto, 
was the most satisfactory one of the four. 
She Was imptessive as regards both voice and 
style. She never threatened to become heavy, 
as contraltos often do in this music; the 
tenderness of her expression was not less 
telling on that account. Mr. W. F. Watt's 
want of power in certain parts of his rarge 
could not altogether be hidden: but his ex 
pression, and, above all, the beauty of his 
enunciation, offered rich compensation. The 
excellence of his singing at the commence 
ment had much to do with one’s comfortable 
feeling that the whole performance was going 
to be a good one. Mr. Joseph Farrington 
has a fine, confident style, but his tone is not 
always pleasant in the upper register—and | 
could not help thinking, all the time, what 
a fine Mephistopheles he must be! Miss Joan 
Elwes sang carefully, brt on Saturday— 
perhaps temporarily—her tone was rather 
tight. 

On the Saturday afternoon the oratorio was 
done almost in fuil, the only ‘“‘cuts” being 
those slways made. The performance lasted 
three hours. Last night some shortening was 
necessary, but it was not very drastic. The 
performing members of the Society looked 
well in their gowns of dark blue.- To accom- 
modate them all, the stage was extended 
forward by a special platform covering the 
theatre orchestra pit. The chorus numbered 
200 and the orchestra nearly 60.  '

Mr, Kellogg’s Peace 
Pact has thrown a ray of hope into the 
gloom of international relationships ; but 
the building of warships continues, and 
the laboratories of Europe and the United 
States are working steadily at the hideous 
task of inventing new engines of destruc- 
tion. In our own country the. prospects 
are reasonably bright. Ireland, North and 
South, has settled down’ to work. The 
process of reconciliation is under weigh, 
and remarkable changes have been wrought. 
There still is intolerance in Ireland ; but 
mén’s minds are being broadened by 
responsibility, and the day may not be far 
distant when the last traces of our ancient 
dissensions will disappear. Stories of wars 
and upheavals are coming from far-off 
parts of the earth. Mankind still is 
struggling in the throes of disillusion and 
unrest, and when we compare the condition 
of our own country with that of others we 
may find much cause for gratitude. Only 
sixty miles away from our shores one and 
a half million bread-winners face a cheer- 
less Christmas, brightened only by the 
fitful gleams of charity, In Ireland we, 
too, have unemployment; but its extent 
bears no comparison to that of our 
neighbours. We have our trials and our 
disappointments; but, taken all in all, 
Ireland is a fortunate land, and, in the

blessings, we wish them '“A Merry 


Christmas.’’ 


Troubled Islam. 


The removal of the women and children 
from the British Legation at Kabul by 
aeroplane to Peshawar was a splendid 
feat. It throws into relief the wonderful 
change that has come over the circum- 
stances of European life in Asia.. Revolt 
has flamed out in Afghanistan, a land 
ill-equipped with roads and communica- 
tions. Twenty years ago such an event 
would mean the total suspension of news, 
and the relatives of European residents 
would be tormented with anxiety for many 
a long week. Were the revolt of the 
half barbarous tribesmen to succeed, a 
terrible fate might befall the strangers 
within their gates. Yesterday, however, 
a British aeroplane was despatched to the 
threatened city, and the little party of 
English women and their children was 
carried away from the zone of peril, as if 
by the marvellous agency of the genii of 
Arabian tales. The situation in Afghanis- 
tan remains obscure. It is reported that 
King Amanullah and his Queen have left 
Kabul for Kandahar, and that his Govern- 
ment is conducting from Kandahar a suc- 
cessful campaign against the insurgents. 
There is also a hint, however, that the 
rebels have established a rival authority 
in the evacuated capita]. For the present, 
therefore, the outcome of the conflict 
cannot be foreseen. It is natural to 
expect that a monarch who stands for the 
notions of modern progress must prevail 
against: an  ebullition of fanaticism. 
Nowhere in the world has modern civilisa- 
tion failed to win its way against antique 
superstition. It would seem unlikely, 
therefore, that the mullahs will succeed 
in driving women back to the harem and 
motor transport from the roads. On the 
other hand, King Amanullah is not the 
most discreet or most tactful champion of 
the new ideas that could be desired. He 
lacks popularity, and has enemies who 
desire his overthrow for other reasons 
than objection to his policy. The revolt, 
perhaps, will be prolonged beyond 
expectation. The measure of its con- 
tinuance or success depends on the 
possible appearance of a strong personality 
among the insurgents. 

Tidings come of a rising—probably 
sympathetic—across the border from 
Afghanistan, In the south of Persia, a 
tribal leader named Dost Mohammed has 
gone into rebellion, and is seeking, it 
seems, to rally the Baluchi population. 
He is said to have poisoned the wells up 
to the neighbourhood of Kerman, but 
troops are being marched against him from 
that centre and from Meshad in the north. 
The nature of Dost Mohammed's griev- 
ances, and his aims, alike are undisclosed, 
but his campaign is symptomatic of the 
unrest which prevails throughout the 
Islamic world. Reports from Constanti- 
nople speak of plots and intrigues which 
are vexing the Turkish authorities. These, 
like the rising against King Amanullah, 
proceed from Mohammedan hustility to 
the imposition of European manners. 
Mustapha Kemal has wrought wonders of 
He has built up, on the 
ruins of the Turkish Empire, the fabric 
of a compact and reasonably prosperous 
modern State. On the other hand, he has 
turned his back on the honoured manners 
and customs of Islamic life. He has 
liberated women, he has penalised the 
wearing of the fez, and he has abolished 
the Arabic script. His aim has been, not, 
as with Turkish leaders of the past, to 
push forward the Asiatic flag in Europe, 
but to propagate the European way of life 
in Asia. The strongest man in Islam 
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model engine remains one of the most 
popular of all toys, in spite of the pro- 
gress of other methods of transport, and, 
as for those woolly animals—bears, rabbits 
and dogs—which can be made to emit 
sounds, age cannot stale their infinite 
variety.

The younger 
generation turns scornfully away from 
chocolate gramaphcne records and sugar 
Zeppelins. Not only Germans, but the 
foreign countries which import a very 
large percentage of their toys, from 
Germany, prefer the old, conventional 
patterns to others which, to the adult 
mind, may seem to be more exciting. 
Professors are interesting themselves in 
the problem whether fashions in toys are 
set by parents or by children. A German 
has written a large and learned book, in 
which he remarks that not much im- 
portance really need be attached to 
fashions or styles, because al] toys neces- 
sarily must be made by someone who is 
already grown up and who is removed

Marshal “ Cadorna. 


The death of Count Luigi Cadorna 
reduces still further the dwindling band 
of men who held supreme military com- 
mand during the Great War. Marshal 
Cadorna’s military career had a tragic 
termination. It was his misfortune to be 
forced to bear the whole brunt of the great 
disaster of Caporetto, although that 
disaster was due, not to bad generalship, 
but to unavoidable circumstances. If he 
was to blame seriously for the defeat, 
he retrieved his fault during the 
following weeks. The front was 
stabilised with Allied assistance, and 
the troops were infused with a spirit 
of victory. When he handed over the 
command to General Diaz in November, 
1917, he had the satisfaction of knowing 
that the worst of the danger was at an 
end. It was inevitable, however, that he 
should: have been made the scapegoat. 
Complete victory twelve months later only 
enhanced the darkness of that hour, 
when Italy for a short time knew all the 
bitterness of defeat. After the Armistice 
Count Cadorna lived in retirement at 
Florence, almost forgotten by his country- 
men, but the Fascist Government showed 
a fair appreciation of his services, and in 
1924 he was promoted to the rank of 
Marshal. He was a very able soldier, of 
the scientific school, and, had the Italian 
Army been better prepared in 1915, his 
first attack on the Austrian lines might 
have gone far towards ending the war 
The appreciations which are appearing in 
the Italian Press show that his country- 
men now appreciate the great qualities of 
leadership which, undoubtedly, he 
showed, and that they are grateful to him 
as one of the chief personalities which 
have made possible the new Italy.

FLIGHT OF THE LEGATION 
WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


The Press Association received the 
following statement from' a semi-official 
source in London yesterday :—‘‘ With the 
consent of the Afghan Governmeni,: the 
evacuation of the women and children 
from the British Legation at Kabul was 
carried out by air on Sunday. The party 
consisted of four English ladies, three 
small children, four Indian ladies, four 
Indian maidservants, and .ve Indian small 
children. 

“The aeroplane, a Victoria, took off 
from Sharpur Aerodrome, two miles from 
the Legation, at 10 a.m., and arrived with 
its passengers safely at Peshawar at 11.30 
a.m. to-day, having covered the distance 
of about 160 miles in one hour and a half. 

“There is at present no confirmation of 
the reported flight of the King and Queen 
of Afghanistan from Kabul to Kandahar, 
and no definite view of the course of events 
in Afghanistan can be essayed. The 
Afghan Government's consent to the 
evacuation may, however, suggest that the 
situation is considered to remain uncertain 
for some time, . 


THE BRITISH NAMES. 

“The Chief Commissioner of the North- 
West Frontier Province has made arrange- 
ments for the reception and entertainment 
of the women and children who have been 
evacuated, and who appear to be none the 
worse for their air journey.”

WHY AMIR MAY HAVE GONE 
TO KANDAHAR. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDEST. 
NEW DELHI, Sunday. 


There is immense relief here at the 
news that the women and children from 
the British Legation in Kabul have 
arrived at Peshawar safely. The party 
consists of :—Europeans—Four ladies and 
three children. Indians—Feur wives of 
officials, four maids ‘and five children, 
making a total of twenty. 

The official version of the present state 
of affairs in Afghanistan is that the 
Afghan Court has been removed to 
Kandahar, but it is impossible to say 
what kind of Government exists, or 
whether orders are being issued from both 
Kandahar and Kabul. One thing seems 
fairly certain, however, and that is, that 
King Amanullah is by no means “ down 
and out,” but is evidently engaged in 
getting more support for his cause in 
Kandahar. 

There is now ample ground to believe 
that the revolution is largely due to the 
King’s defiance of the mullahs, which 
really began with the speech he made at 
Karachi before he sailed for Bombay. His 
impetuous introduction of reforms con- 
nected with the education of women, the 
poorly-paid army, tha expense entailed 
in the building of the new capital, and 
the body of high officials with small 
salaries, have all added to the feeling of 
discontent, 


THE OTHER LEGATIONS. 

The fact that two high officials yester- 
day gave the British Minister formal per- 
mission for Royal Air Force machines to 
land and take away the women and 
children shows that order now prevails 
in Kabul. be

SUCCESS OF ROYAL 
TROOPS. 


SHELL WRECKS’ BRITISH 
ATTACHE’S HOUSE. 


From Kevuten’s Corresponnent. 
» NEW DELHI, Sunday. 

The reports that King Amanullah has 
transferred the Afghan Court to 
Kandahar are nut generally accepted at 
Peshawar and at the border, though it is 
believed that the Queen and the Queen 
Mother may have gone to Kandahar. 

It is now known that the opening of the 
road from the British Legation to the 
aerodrome, which enabled the women and 
children to be rescued by aeroplane, was 
due to the Government forces having 
pushed the rebels back for some distance. 
Before this success the Legation was con- 
tinually in danger of being caught between 
the fires of both sides—-Afghan troops and 
Mangal_and Jaji levies cn the one side, 
and the rebels, led by the notorious Bachai 
Saqao, on the other, 


ROAD TO AERODROME CLEARED. 

For some time the Legation was actually 
enveloped by the rebel advance, and for 
a while there was necessarily no communi- |. q 
cation between the British Minister and 
his staff and the capital. 

Yesterday afternoon King Amanullah’s 
troops made a successful drive against the 
rebels, and liberated the Legation and the 
road to the Kabul Aerodrome. Conse- 
quently arrangements could be made to 
evacuate the women and children in the 
Legation compound. 

The danger to which the inhabitants 
of the Legation were exposed may be 
ga’ ered from the fact that the house of 
the military attaché is stated to have been 
destroyed by shell-fire. If this was fired 
from the rebel side, it is the first indica- 
tion that the insurgents possess artillery, 
but whether it was fired by them or was 
a “short” from a gun of the Afghan 
regulars is not clear. 


THE KING’S MOVEMENTS. 
From Revorer’s Corresponnent. 
NEW DELHI, Sunday. 
There is a strong rumour emanating 
from Qnetta (Baluchistan) that King 
Amanullah arrived at Kandahar two days 
ago. Official circles are reticent, but the 
rumour seems to be correct.

MANY ARRESTS. 
From Kevter’s Correspondent. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Sunday. 

In consequence of rumours of a secret 
organisation directed against the powers that 
be the police have arrested a number of 
persons, mostly ‘belonging to the poorer 
classes—indeed, there are no well-known 
names among those arrested. 

Several have been provisionally released. 
but are being kept under observation, and 
nine have been detained in custody. 

lhose detained include two Mahommedan 
women, sisters named Kadrieh and Fatima, 
who, it is believed, were engaged in plotting 
an attempt against the life of Ghazi Mustapha 
Kemal, the President. Kadrieh Hanowm is 
stated to be the former wife of an Egyptian 
doctor, and recently spent a few days in 
Angora on a visit. 

SEPARATE MOVEMENTS? 

In official quarters it is stated that there is 
no counection between the arrests in Con- 
stantinople and those in Broussa, where a 
total of 57 persons, al! belonging to the lower 
classes. have been imprisoned.

DISASTROUS CHURCH 
FIRE IN NEW YORK. 


THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE 
SEE SPECTACULAR BLAZE.

NEW YORK, Saturday. . 
The North River was lighted ‘wp* this 
evening by a spectacular fire, which gutted 
the stone church that’ was to have cost 
two million dollars, which Mr. Rockefeller, 
junior, was building for the Park Avenue 
Baptist Church. 
The fire, which was confined to the in- 
terior woodwork and exterior scaffolding, 
ran up the sides of the church and spire 
until the whole building was outlined 
against the sky. Thousands of people 
crowded Riverside Drive to witness the 
sight, and police reserves were called out 
to keep order. The fire also was seen from 
ships in the river and on the shores of 
New. Jersey. Fortunately, the earillon 
which Mr, Rockefeller bought in England 
as a memorial to his mother, still remains 
in the old church on Park Avenue. lt 
was to have been removed to the new 
church when it was completed, and added 
to until it totalled seventy-two bells. . 
The firemen battled for four hours ina 
freezing temperature before the fire was 
finally got under control. Hundreds of 
rsons were driven from their homes in 
neighbouring blocks of flats in this 
fashionable district of the city. The 
damage done by this, the most spectacular:

Fawcett, a layman, who atténipted to 
conduct the Service, being howle down, 
and. the Service abandoned within fifteen 
minutes. 

The previous Sunday the congregation 
refused to allow Canon Howell] to preach 
because they resented the action of the 
Bishop of Glasgow in cancelling the 
licence of their rector, the Rev. F. 
Matthews... Yesterday Mr. Matthews 
welcomed each thember ‘of the congrega 
tion on arrival, and later took a seat in 
the body of the church. 

On entering the pulpit Mr. Fawcett 
said: “‘ Shall we sing ‘O God, our help 
in ages past?’ ”’ 

Whereupon someone in the gallery 
shouted: “ No, we wil] sing ‘ Onward, 
Christian’ soldiers.’ ’’ 

The congregation obeyed the man in the 
gallery, and; immediately the hymn was 
finished they started to sing “ The 
Church’s one foundation.’’ 

Mr. Fawcett then asked the congrega- 
tion if he would be allowed to conduct 
the Service, and several pedple protested 
against having to listen to a layman while 
their own .minister was in the church. 

Mr. Matthews at this point. got up and 
said: “The Bishop of Glasgow 
muzzled me, and he will not let me speak 
to my people.” 

“Then we will not let Mr. Fawcett 
speak,” said another occupant of the 
gallery. 

Leaving: the pulpit Mr. Fawcett spoke 
to Mr. Matthews, who informed the con- 
gregation that Mr. Fawcett had two 
announcements to ‘make. There were 
renewed protests, and someone cried: 
“Why does. not the bishop come, and 
speak ?”’ : 

‘Mr: Fawcett? was able to state” ithat 
there would be no Evening Service, and 
was going on to say something about 
Christmas Day, when his remarks were 
drowned by booing.” After several fruit- 
less attempts to pronounce the Blessing, 
he Jeft. the pulpit... IS ! 

Mr. Matthews shook hands with each 
member of the congregation as they 
walked out, and a collection was taken for 
him, as owing to his licence being can 
celled he is receiving no ‘stipend. A 
large posse of police were posted ‘outside 
the church, but they did not interfere 
with the proceedings.

Christmas, Almost -too many things 
combine to rob thé visitor of the hoped-for 
local Ls og stimulus. - Even Christmas 
Day itself is a date that is split asunder. 
Western Christians keep our December 
25th; the Holy Orthodox Church and 
most of the other oriental Churches 
observe the/old calendar, and therefore 
keep Christmas thirteen days later. The 
Armenians, again, maintain. a double 
difference: they observe the old calendar, 
and also keep the Feast of the Epiphany 
as the commemoration of the birth vf 
Christ. That is to say, their “ Christ 
mas ’’ follows after yet another interval 
of thirteen days. 

The wise visitor makes the best of 
things by enjoying his own Christmas to 
the full and then sharing the joy of his 
Eastern brethren. The ceremonies of al] 
three Christmases follow similar _ lines. 
There are the “ procession” from 
Jerusalem to Bethlehem, the solemn 
entry into that most ancient of Christian 
churches, the Church of the ~ Holy 
Nativity at Bethlehem—a 
whose claim no one has:yet-been known to 
dispute. 


WHERE THE STAR PAUSED. 

The massed crowds slowly make their 
way through the church and pass in 
single file down the well-worn, slippery 
steps that lead below the chancef of the 
Basilica into the Grotto of the Nativity, 
a cave in the natural rock. Here, under 
an’ altar, a silver star let into the floor 
serves to concentrate the ‘pilgrims’ 
thoughts on “the i“ which’ long’ cen- 
turies of tradition have hallowed as the 
place where the Virgin Mary lay during 
that: first Christmas Eve. The great 
Basilica becomes more and more densely 
packed with humanity until the culm 
nating moment at midnight, when, in the 
blaze of lights from swinging candelabra, 
the procession—Patriarch, Metropolitans, 
Bishops, clergy and chcir—slowly forces a 
way through the people as they pass 
round the great nave to the strains of the 
angels’ Christmas tidings. 

The Western visitor finds it extremely 
hard to keep his thoughts confined to the 
simple outlines of the Gospel story. The 
devotion of Oriental Christianity to a 
sacred site seems to the Western mind to 
smother what it venerates, with a lavish- 
ness that is often garish and tawdry. The 
visitor is forced, therefore, to draw on his 
knowledge and his historic sense. Even 
the ‘‘ Field of Shepherds ”’ is not the star- 
lighted. grass covered pasture that he 
would prefer to find, but a steep, boulder- 
covered hillside, where goats find but 
sparse nourishment. Yet it is not difficult 
to leave the crowds, and to find a quiet 
corner where the works and sounds of 
modern man are absent. The landscape is 
still what it was two thousand years ago. 
It is easy to imagine; in these same 
sharply-defined surroundings, the cold 
discomfort of the open-air Eastern Khan 
(the inn of the Gospels). The bright, cold 
star-light is the same light by which the 
wise men from the East sought the road 
to Him, “that was born King, of the 
Jews,’ and it strikes no discordant note 
when one hears, late on Christmas Eve, in 
this same “ Field of the Shepherds,”’ an 
English. choir in the distance, singing the 
old familiar words of “glad tidings of 
great joy I bring to you atid all man- 
kind.”’

Harriet 
Hoskins (56), of 15 Siemens road, Charlton, 
who was passing the house, was struck by 
flying glass ‘and injured, and she, Mrs. 
Miller, and the Holt. children. were taxen 
to Greenwich and Deptford Hospital, and 
later. Mrs. Miller was discharged. 

Mr. Henry Holt, the licensee, said that he 
had not noticed any smell of gas before the 
explosion, the cause of which was a mystery 
to him. The house is lit entirely by gas.

THE SUMMER COURSES. 
The letter, which is in Trish, has been 
sent by the Department of Education to 
teachers and to other persons interested in 
the Irish language, requesting replies to a 
questionnaire... A sub-committee of the 
Department has drawn up the questions, 
and the object is to discover (translation) 
“how best to further the Irish language 
in respect of its, teaching, and of teach- 
ing through the medium of it, in the 
national schools; and, furthermore, how 
best to utilise the Gaelic Colleges to that 
end.” 

Mr. George Nicholls, chairman of the 
sub-committee, signs the circular letter, 


} and -says that the matter is regarded as of 


great importance. He invites sugyestions 
from all who can render assistance. 

The following is the substance of the 
questionnaire :— 

1.—Do you:consider that the summer 
courses of Irish, which have been in 
operation since 1922, are the best means 
to instruct the national teachers in Irish, 
and in the teaching of subjects through 
Irish, so that they will be able to carry 
into effect the Irish policy of the Depart- 
ment; and should the courses be con- 
tinued ? 

2.—If you consider that the courses 
should be continued, do you hold that the 
teachers ought to be compelled to attend 
them? How would your answer be affected 
by the age of the teacher, the location of 
the school, the responsibility of the State 
for expenses, etc.? Do you consider that 
the courses ought to be held only in the 
Gaeltacht (Gaelic-speaking areas); or 
should the courses in the Galldacht 
(English-speaking area) be continued for 
teachers who do not yet possess the 
certificate ? 

On these points, it is observed, in 
parenthesis, that objection has been 
raised to the sending of beginners to the 
Gaeltacht on the score that they tend to 
spread the English language there; but, 
on the other hand, that it is difficult for 
them to progress inthe language while 
they remain in the Galldacht. 

3.—What provision should be made ‘for 
the further instruction (e.9., during the 
winter) of those teachers who attend the 
summef courses? 

4 and 5.—Do you recommend any 
change in the titles, number, or pro- 
grammes of the various certificates? 

6.—What ought to be done in respect of 
teachers—not counting those who are 
exempted by age, etc.—who do not qualify 
in Irish sufficiently for the teaching of 
Irish, or through Irish, in accordance 
with the terms of the New Programme? 

7.—How would you recommend that the 
New Programme should be enforced in 
schools which lack the necessary staff of 
teachers in Irish? 

8 and 9.—Recommendations invited 
respecting the Gaelic Colleges and their 
adaption for the transmission of Gaelic 
tradition and scholarship. 

10.—Can you suggest means to increase 
the enthusiasm of teachers and pupils in 
Gaelic matters, especially im respect o 
history; music and tradition? 


KILLED BY MOTOR 
CAR. 


DR. T. JONES’S BEREAVEMENT. 

Our London Correspondent writes :—Great 
sympathy will be felt, both here and 
in Ireland. with Dr. Thomas Jones, Assistant 
Secretarv to the Cabinet, on the tragic death 
of his 12-year-old son, Stephen Lloyd James, 
who on Friday evening, when returning from 
the Library at Belsize Park to his home, 
was knocked down by a motor car and 
killed. The lad, who was particularly bright, 
and was destined for Marlborough next year, 
had been, on the previous evening, one.of a 
family reunion, which was especially happy, 
as his brother had come home, the head of 
his school at Stowe, while his sister had 
just received a congratulatory letter from 
Mr. Baldwin on gaining a birthday scholar- 
ship at Somerville. 

The lad, on being picked up, was taken to 
the Children’s Hospital at Hampstead, where 
oxygen ‘was administered, but he died almost 
immediately. 

The bereaved parents and family have re- 
ceived many condolences and expressions of 
sympathy, among those sending them being 
the Prime Minister and Mr. Lloyd George. 

Dr. Jones, who acted as Secretary to the 
British Ministers during the negotiations 
which led up to the Irish settlement, was a 
Welshman, but was well known im Irish 
literary and university circles. He was 
Barrington Lecturer in Ireland from 1904 to 
1905. and was Professor of Economics im 
Queen’s University, Belfast, from 1909 te 1910.

' The Limerick County Council at its 
» Meeting on Saturday had under consideration 
_the serious flooding of the countryside from 
~ Dromaley to Dromkeen, a distance of seven 
miles, caused during the week by the Bilboa 
“ river bursting its banks at two places. 

A deputation, for which the Very Rev. 
Canon Godfrey, P.P., Cappamore, spoke, 
~ attended the meeting. 

Canon Godfrey stated that the misery 
caused by the thooding in Cappamore was 
pitiable, and it was the duty of the County 
(ouncll to see that steps were taken to 
repair the damage done from time to time. 
The people of Cappamore had to leave theiy 
homes owing to the recurrence of the flood- 
mg, and on this occasion thev had suffered 
considerably. He urged on the County Council 
the absolute necessity of carrying out an 
extensive drainage system to obviate a re- 
currence of the flooding. 

Mr. M. Quinlan pointed out that the County 
Conncil had done everything. The flooding 
of Cappamore, he said, was not an affair of 
to-day or yesterday, but went back for years. 
The County Council had frequently called 
attention, and it was essentially the duty of 
the Government to carry but a system of 
drainage of all the valley of the river. Thi¢ 
was a national and not a local question. He 
had reason to hope that as a result of repre- 
rentations recently made to the Ministry of 
Lands that semething would he done to 
prevent a recurrence of the flooding and the 
consequent damage to property.

Sir,—You end your leading article under 
the above title with the words: ' No 
architect protests.” I suggest that, if archi- 
tects were to protest at every error, Íuss 
of opportunity and disfigureemnt which de- 
serves a protest, your hospitable <olumns 
would soon lose patience, or else you would 
have to start a special weekly supplement. 
This country is suffering from a 
attack of measles, and the case demands, not 
the treatment of every spot individually, but 
an attack on the cause of the malady. 

We, in this country, almost alone in the 
world, possess no town-planning powers, and 
until we get them our cultural disease cannot 
be dealt with.

Is the 
outward and visible culture of town and 
countryside so much less important that our

Sir,—Under the above heading there 


appeared in the Zrish Times of Wednesday a 
fairly exhaustive report of the proceedings 
at the first annual meeting of the Free State 
Agricultural Credit Corporation.

| shall ask intending borrowers to note 
that there will be no allowance for repaid 
principal. The yearly payments will run the 
same, so that, when half the original loan 
is paid off, the instalment, though EA CHAR g 
the same, will include imterest quadrupled, 
and by the end oí the period the interest 
will be, roughly, 100 per cent. The figures 
are simple, and may be worked out correctly. 
Mine are approximate, but enough to show 
that the shareholders stand absolutely on 
velvet. 

Next, take the question of equities. 95 
per cent. of purchased land is registered sub- 


ject to equities, and may it be said that 
in fifty per cent, of the 95 there are no 
equities. Yet when the loan asked for ex- 
ceeds £400 the non-existent equities must be 
discharged. This entails time, trouble and 
expense.
